Resolution  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  enter 
into:  1)  a  new  communications  site  lease  with  Communication  and  Control,  Inc.,  as 
Landlord  for  existing  and  new  microwave  communications  antennas,  radio 
communications,  and  other  general  telecommunications  facilities  on  Alameda  County 
Assessor's  Parcel  No.  096-0090-005-007  for  a  term  up  to  25  years  at  an  initial  rent  of 
approximately  $57,000  with  3%  annual  rent  increases;  2)  a  new  amendment  to  an 
existing  communications  site  sublease  with  Communication  and  Control,  Inc.,  as 
sublandlord  for  existing  and  new  microwave  communications,  radio  communications, 
and  other  general  telecommunications  facilities  on  Contra  Costa  County  Assessor's 
Parcel  No.  006-070-021  for  a  term  up  to  25  years  at  an  initial  rent  of  approximately 
$14,900  with  3%  annual  rent  increases;  3)  a  license  with  Tri-Star  investors  Inc.,  as 
Landlord  for  new  microwave  communications  antennas,  radio  communications,  and 
other  general  telecommunications  facilities  on  a  portion  of  Stanislaus  County 
Assessor's  Parcel  No.  081-012^004-000  for  a  term  up  to  25  years  at  an  initial  rent  of 
approximately  $18,600  with  3%  annual  rent  increases,  for  a  combined  total  amount  of 
$90,500  annual  initial  year  base  rent;  and  4)  adopting  findings  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Administrative  Code, 
Chapter  31. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  currently  relies 
on  an  antiquated  and  inadequate  communication  system  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and 
desires  to  upgrade  that  system  in  order  to  improve  existing  facilities  and  provide 
communication  capabilities  where  none  exist  at  twenty  sites  from  Calaveras  Substation  to 
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Moccasin  Peak,  to  improve  safety  and  security,  and  to  provide  rennote  valve  control  of  the  San 
Joaquin  Pipelines;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission,  at  its  June  10,  2014,  hearing  awarded  DB-124,  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Communication  System  Upgrade  Project  (the  "Project")  and  authorized  the 
General  Manager  to  execute  a  design  build  agreement  with  Communication  Services,  Inc., 
the  lowest,  qualified,  responsible  and  responsive  bidder,  under  its  Resolution  No.  14-0094; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Three  of  the  twenty  sites  to  be  served  by  the  Project  are  located  on 
premises  not  owned  by  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Communications  and  Control  Inc.  (C&C),  owns  certain  real  property 
known  as  a  portion  of  Assessor's  Parcel  No.  96-90-5-7,  on  Mt,  Allison  in  Alameda  County, 
California  ("Mt.  Allison  Site"),  and  leases  from  Robert  LaRue,  an  individual,  certain  real 
property  known  as  a  portion  of  Assessor's  Parcel  No.  006-070-021  in  Contra  Costa  County, 
California  ("Livermore  Hills  Site  ');  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City"),  through  the  SFPUC, 
currently  leases  space  at  the  Mt.  Allison  Site  for  existing  communications  equipment  under  a 
lease  that  is  scheduled  to  expire  on  October  31 ,  2014,  and  wishes  to  enter  into  a  new  lease 
("Mt.  Allison  Lease")  with  C&C  for  expanded  premises  at  the  site  ("Mt.  Allison  Premises"),  for 
a  term  of  five  years  with  four  (4)  five-year  renewal  options,  at  an  initial  annual  rental  rate  of 
approximately  $57,000,  with  3%  annual  rent  increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  through  the  SFPUC,  currently  occupies  space  at  the  Livermore 
Hills  Site  for  existing  communications  equipment  under  a  sublease  with  C&C,  and  wishes  to 
enter  into  an  Amendment  to  that  sublease  ("Livermore  Hills  Sublease  Amendment")  for 
expanded  premises  ("Livermore  Hills  Premises  ')  for  a  term  of  five  years  with  four  (4)  five-year 
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renewal  options,  at  an  initial  annual  rental  rate  of  approximately  $14,900,  with  3%  annual  rent 
increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  TriStar  Investors,  Inc.  ("TriStar"),  owns  certain  real  property  known  as  a 
portion  of  Assessor's  Parcel  No.  081-012-004-000,  in  Stanislaus  County,  California  ("Modesto 
Site");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  through  the  SFPUC,  wishes  to  enter  into  a  license  agreement 
("Modesto  License")  with  TriStar  for  premises  at  the  Modesto  Site  ("Modesto  Premises"),  for  a 
term  of  five  years  with  four  (4)  five-year  renewal  options,  at  an  initial  annual  rental  rate  of 
approximately  $18,600,  with  3%  annual  rent  increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  27,  2013,  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  issued  the  Initial 
Study/Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (IS/FMND)  for  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Communication  System  Upgrade  Project  and  on  July  23,  2013,  by  Resolution  No.  13-0119, 
the  SFPUC,  through  its  Commission  considered  the  IS/FMND;  adopted  the  IS/FMND,  the 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP),  and  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act  (CEQA)  findings;  approved  the  Project;  and  authorized  the  solicitation  of  design-build 
proposals;  and 

WHEREAS,  Copies  of  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  13-0119,  including  without  limitation, 
copies  of  the  IS/FMND,  the  CEQA  findings  and  the  MMRP,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  140997.  and  the  CEQA  Findings  and  MMRP  are  incorporated 
in  the  Resolution  by  this  reference  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  Compliance  Manager  and  Planning  Department 
Environmental  Planner  prepared  and  finalized  Minor  Project  Modification  No.  001,  dated 
August  27,  2014,  (the  MPM),  for  a  pre-construction  design  change  to  lease  space  at  two 
existing  telecommunications  towers  different  from  the  two  existing  towers  identified  in  the 
FMND,  conditioned  upon  SFPUC  applying  to  the  replacement  lease  sites  the  standard 
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mitigation  measures  for  the  lease  sites  that  are  identified  in  the  FMND,  and  finding  that  the 
changes  are  not  anticipated  to  result  in  significant  environmental  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  MPM  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  140997.  and  the  MPM  is  incorporated  in  the  Resolution  by  this  reference  as  if  set 
forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  8,  2014,  the  SFPUC,  by  its  Resolution  No.  14-0112,  authorized 
the  General  Manager  to  execute  the  Mt.  Allison  Lease,  the  Livermore  Hills  Sublease 
Amendment  and  the  Modesto  License  (together  the  "Agreements"),  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  submit  the  Agreements  for 
consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  Charter,  Section  9.118;  and 

WHEREAS,  Charter,  Section  9.118(c),  requires  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of 
leases  having  a  term  of  ten  or  more  years  or  anticipated  revenues  of  $1 ,000,000  or  more; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the 
information  contained  in  the  IS/FMND,  the  SFPUC  CEQA  findings,  the  MMRP,  the  MPM,  and 
all  other  written  and  oral  information  provided  to  it  regarding  the  IS/FMND  and  the  Project, 
and  finds  that  the  IS/FMND  and  the  MPM  are  adequate  for  its  use  as  a  decision-making  body 
for  the  Project  and  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  SFPUC  CEQA  findings  and  MMRP  as  set 
forth  in  the  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  13-0119,  and  the  MPM;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  since  the  IS/FMND 
was  finalized,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  MPM,  there  have  been  no  substantial  changes 
in  the  Project;  no  substantial  changes  in  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Project  will  be 
undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the  IS/FMND  due  to  the  involvement  of  new 
significant  environmental  effects  or  an  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified 
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significant  environmental  impacts;  and  there  is  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance 
that  would  change  the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  IS/FMND;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  and 
authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  execute:  1)  a  Lease  between  C&C,  as 
landlord,  and  the  City,  through  the  SFPUC,  as  tenant  for  the  expanded  Mt.  Allison  Premises; 
2)  a  Sublease  Amendment  between  C&C,  as  sublandlord,  and  the  City,  through  the  SFPUC, 
as  subtenant,  for  the  Livermore  Hills  Premises;  and  3)  a  License  by  and  between  TriStar  and 
the  City,  through  the  SFPUC,  as  licensee,  for  the  Modesto  Premises,  on  the  terms  described 
above,  in  substantially  the  form  of  such  agreements  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  140997.  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  General 
Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  enter  into  any  future  amendments  to  add  additional  facilities  or 
expand  the  premises  to  include  additional  SFPUC  communications  antennas  and  equipment, 
provided  that  such  amendments  do  not  increase  the  rent  under  any  one  of  the  Agreements  by 
more  than  20%  percent,  and  that  the  General  Manager,  in  consultation  with  the  SFPUC  and 
the  City  Attorney,  determines  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  SFPUC  and  the  City;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  General 
Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  enter  into  any  of  the  renewal  terms,  with  such  renewals  at  the  then 
current  lease  rate  increased  by  3%,  then  increased  3%  each  year  thereafter,  and  that  the 
General  Manager,  in  consultation  with  the  SFPUC  and  the  City  Attorney,  determines  are  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  SFPUC  and  the  City;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  General 
Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  enter  into  additional  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the 
Agreements  that  do  not  matenally  decrease  the  benefits  to  the  SFPUC  or  the  City,  do  not 
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materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  SFPUC  or  the  City,  and  do  not  authorize 
the  performance  of  any  activities  without  pursuing  all  required  regulatory  and  environmental 
review/  and  approvals,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete  the  transactions  v^hich  the 
Agreements  contemplate  and  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution,  such 
determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  any  such 
additions,  amendments,  or  other  modifications;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  and  urges  the 
SFPUC  General  Manager  and  any  other  appropriate  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  the  City 
to  take  any  and  all  steps  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  execution  and  delivery  of  any  and  all 
certificates,  agreements,  notices,  consents  and  other  instruments  or  documents),  as  they  or 
any  of  them  deems  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  consultation  v^ith  the  City  Attorney,  in  order  to 
consummate  the  transaction  under  the  Agreements  in  accordance  with  this  resolution,  or  to 
otherwise  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution,  such  determination  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  any  such  person  or  persons  of  any 
such  documents;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves,  confirms,  and  ratifies 
all  prior  actions  taken  by  the  officials,  employees  and  agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the 
Agreements.

[Interim  Zoning  Controls  -  New  Ground  Floor  Office  Uses  Facing  2nd  Street,  from  King  and 
Folsom  Streets] 

Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for 
new  office  uses  facing  2nd  Street,  from  King  to  Folsom  Streets,  for  eighteen  months; 
and  making  environmental  findings,  including  findings  of  consistency  with  the  eight 
priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim 
zoning  controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  residential  and 
mixed  residential  and  commercial  areas  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such 
neighborhoods  and  areas,  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry 
of  the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  needs  to  promote  its  vibrant  small  neighborhood-serving 
retail  sector  and  create  a  supportive  environment  for  small  neighborhood  businesses  and 
retail.  One  of  the  eight  Priority  Policies  of  the  City's  General  Plan  resolves  that  "existing 
neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  be  preserved  and  enhanced  and  future  opportunities  for 
resident  employment  in  and  ownership  of  such  businesses  enhanced";  and 

WHEREAS,  Neighborhood-serving  commercial  uses  are  the  land  uses  most  critical  to 
the  success  of  the  City's  commercial  districts,  and  ground  floor  neighborhood-serving  retail  is 
critical  to  maintain  vibrant  mixed  used  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  201 1 ,  the  Planning  Department  began  the  process  to  develop  an 
integrated  community  vision  for  the  southern  portion  of  the  Central  Subway  rail  corridor, 
located  generally  from  2nd  to  6th  Streets,  and  between  Townsend  and  Market  Streets  (the 
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"Central  SoMa  Plan".)  The  Central  SoMa  Plan  proposes  to  build  off  the  neighborhood's 
success,  while  addressing  many  of  its  challenges,  with  a  comprehensive  strategy  that  will 
address  such  issues  as  land  use,  building  size  and  heights,  transportation,  the  public  realm, 
preservation  of  historic  buildings  and  environmental  sustainability;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  there  has  been  high  development  demand  within  the 
Central  SoMa  Plan  area,  and  in  the  South  of  Market  area  more  generally.  This  demand  is 
mostly  for  residential  and  office  uses;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  Central  SoMa  Plan,  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
community  will  consider  how  can  the  City  best  accommodate  this  growing  development 
demand  while  preserving  and  enhancing  the  neighborhood  qualities  and  character  that  make 
the  area  the  dynamic  place  that  it  is  today;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  that  effort  the  Department  will  consider  how  to  preserve  and 
enhance  ground-floor  neighborhood-serving  retail;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  address  the  pressure 
to  develop  new,  non-neighborhood-serving  office  uses  in  a  particular  subsection  of  the  Central 
SoMa  Plan  area  and  the  area  immediately  adjacent  to  it:  the  area  close  to  South  Park,  on  2nd 
Street,  between  King  and  Folsom  Streets,  by  requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for  such 
establishments  uses  during  the  next  eighteen  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace, 
and  general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  herein  were  not  imposed:  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  planning  and 
legislative  scheme  which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning 
and  legislative  process  for  permanent  controls;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California 
Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et.  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  141006  and  is  incorporated  here  by  reference;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by 
this  resolution,  hereby  prohibits  any  City  agency,  board,  commission,  officer  or  employee  from 
approving  any  site  permit,  building  permit  or  any  other  permit  or  license  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  any  new  office  uses,  as  defined  herein,  on  the  ground  floor  on  properties 
facing  2nd  Street,  between  King  and  Folsom  Streets,  unless  the  action  would  conform  both  to 
the  existing  provisions  of  the  Planning  Code  and  this  resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  the  purpose  of  these  interim  controls  "office  uses" 
shall  be  defined  in  Planning  Code,  Section  890.70  ,  but  shall  not  include  Neighborhood- 
Serving  Businesses  as  defined  in  Planning  Code,  Section  890.68;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Resolution,  the 
establishment  of  new  office  uses  on  the  ground  floor  facing  2nd  Street,  between  King  and 
Folsom  Streets,  shall  be  subject  to  a  conditional  use  authorization;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  zoning  controls  shall  apply  to  properties 
facing  2nd  Street,  between  King  and  Folsom  Streets,  or  more  specifically,  to  the  following 
blocks  and  lots:  Block  3774,  lots  045,  067,  123,  031,  044,  and  191;  block  3788,  lots  006,  037, 
043,  049,  038,  002,  044;  block  3775,  lots  008,  181,  002,  005,  001,  004;  block  3764,  lots  068, 
067,  014,  071;  block  3794,  lots  015,  002,  002B,  291;  block  3749,  lot  062;  block  3763,  lots  006, 
007,  113,  001,  112;  block  3789,  lots  858,  007,  008;  block  3750,  lots  003,  073,  087;  and  block 
3793,  lot  005;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  office  use  on  the  ground  floor  lawfully  existing  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  this  interim  controls  is  exempt  from  these  interim  controls,  unless  it 
ceases  to  operate  or  discontinues  operation  for  ninety  (90)  days  or  longer,  in  which  event  the 
use  shall  be  deemed  abandoned;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  These  controls  shall  not  apply  to  buildings  with  more  than 
1 ,500  square  footage  of  ground  floor  retail,  as  long  as  a  minimum  of  1 ,500  square  footage  of 
retail  is  preserved;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission  shall  consider,  in  addition  to  the  criteria  listed  in  Planning  Code  Section  303,  the 
effect  of  the  proposed  new  offices  on  the  ground  floor.  In  so  doing,  the  Commission  shall  take 
into  consideration  the  effect  of  the  proposed  office  on  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail 
uses,  as  directed  by  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  legislation,  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation 
regarding  the  Central  SoMa  Plan,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  zoning  controls  advance  and  are  consistent 

with  Priority  Policies  the  Planning  Code  Section  101.1,  particularly  Policies  1  and  2,  in  that 

they  attempt  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  character  and  vitality  of  one  of  the  City's 

neighborhoods.

WHEREAS,  State  law  dissolved  redevelopment  agencies  and  designated  successor 
agencies,  as  separate  entities  from  cities  or  counties,  to  assume  the  remaining  obligations  of 
the  former  redevelopment  agencies,  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  Sections  34170  et 
seq.  (the  "Redevelopment  Dissolution  LaW);  and 

WHEREAS,  To  implement  the  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  initially  adopted  Resolution  No.  11-12  (Jan.  26,  2012)  and  subsequently  adopted 
Ordinance  No.  215-12  (Oct.  4,  2012),  which  established  a  Successor  Agency  Commission

Resolution  urging  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  make  GoSolarSF  a  permanent 
program,  to  require  solar  installation  on  all  new  construction  or  substantial  retrofits  in  the  City, 
establishing  Solar  Vision  goals  for  2020,  and  establishing  an  overall  megawatt  solar  energy 
goal  for  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  under  Ordinance  81-08,  endorsed 
a  goal  for  the  City  to  have  a  greenhouse  gas-free  electric  system  by  2030  and  to  reduce 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  citywide  to  40%  below  1990  levels  by  201 5  and  80%  by  2050;  and 

WHEREAS,  Energy  consumption  in  buildings  is  responsible  for  52  percent  of  all  carbon 
emissions  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Locally  produced  renewable  energy  benefits  the  health,  welfare  and 
resiliency  of  San  Francisco  and  its  residents  and  reduces  carbon  emissions  associated  with 
energy  consumption  in  buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  Rooftops  are  underutilized  valuable  real  estate  with  multiple  potential 
uses,  including  solar  installations  and  rooftop  gardens,  which  can  play  a  key  role  in  reaching 
San  Francisco's  greenhouse  gas  and  sustainability  goals;  and 

WHEREAS,  Increasing  solar  installation  in  San  Francisco  promotes  environmental 
justice  regionally  and  statewide  by  helping  to  eliminate  polluting  fossil  fuel  power  plants  often

WHEREAS,  The  last  United  States  solar  jobs  census  done  by  the  Solar  Foundation  in 
2013  showed  that  there  are  nearly  4,000  solar  jobs  in  San  Francisco  alone;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  census  showed  a  diverse  array  of  more  than  50,000  people  working 
in  solar  in  California  -  20%  of  the  jobs  are  held  by  Latinos,  22.5%  are  held  by  women,  1 1 .7% 
are  held  by  Asian-American/Pacific  Islanders  and  4%  are  held  by  African-Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  established  its  own  groundbreaking  clean  energy 
initiatives,  such  as  the  landmark  Solar  Energy  Incentive  Program  ("GoSolarSF"),  the 
Solar@Work  and  SF  SunShares  group  purchasing  programs,  and  the  newly  re-launched 
GreenFinanceSF  Residential  Property  Assessed  Clean  Energy  program,  that  helps  reduce 
the  cost  of  solar  installations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Solar  Energy  Incentive  Program  ("GoSolarSF")  began  its  seventh 
year  on  July  1 ,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC),  and  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Environment  are 
dedicated  to  installing  solar  energy  systems  that  will  reduce  the  City's  business  and 
residential  reliance  on  energy  created  by  fossil  fuels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  constructed 
and  operates  16  municipal  solar  projects  located  at  facilities  such  as  the  Moscone  Convention 
Center,  Southeast  Treatment  Plant,  Pier  96,  Chinatown  Public  Health  Center,  Maxine  Hall 
Medical  Center,  City  Distribution  Division  Warehouse.  North  Point  Treatment  Plant,  the 
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San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Alvarado  Elementary  School,  and  Davies  Symphony  Hall, 
and  is  constructing  additional  municipal  solar  projects  located  at  Thurgood  Marshall  High 
School,  Cesar  Chavez  Elementary  School,  and  Downtown  High  School;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  identified  over  15  MW  of  municipal  solar  projects  that 
could  be  installed  on  school  rooftops,  covered  water  reservoirs,  and  other  municipal  facilities; 
and 

WHEREAS,  GoSolarSF  has  achieved  many  of  its  objectives,  including  lowering  the 
cost  of  solar  by  40-50%  compared  to  when  the  program  was  started  in  2008  and  making  it 
more  affordable  for  residents  to  install  solar;  and 

WHEREAS,  GoSolarSF  has  been  successful  in  providing  solar  incentive  payments  for 
more  than  3,000  San  Francisco  homes,  business  and  nonprofit  organizations,  collectively 
producing  more  than  10  megawatts  (MWs)  of  solar  power,  through  June  2014,  with 
approximately  8  MWs  expected  to  be  installed  over  the  next  two  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  GoSolarSF  has  boosted  the  local  San  Francisco  economy,  driving  $65 
million  in  total  economic  investment  and  121  direct  solar  job  placements  for  San  Francisco 
residents  who  otherwise  face  barriers  to  employment  through  June  2014;  and

Resolution  commending  and  honoring  Supervisor  David  Chiu  for  his  distinguished 
service  as  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors. 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  David  Chiu  has  served  the  residents  of  District  3  and  the 
people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  dedication  for  six  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  his  first  day  in  office  on  January  8,  2009,  Supervisor  Chiu  was  elected 
President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  his  colleagues,  making  him  the  first  Asian  American 
to  hold  the  position,  and  he  became  the  longest-serving  Board  President  of  the  modern  era 
after  he  was  re-elected  in  2011  and  2013,  and 

WHEREAS,  Before  being  elected  to  public  office,  Supervisor  Chiu  worked  as  a 
Congressional  staffer,  civil  rights  attorney,  criminal  prosecutor,  and  co-founder  of  a  small 
business,  and  he  volunteered  as  board  chair  of  a  local  neighborhood  association  and  an 
affordable  housing  nonprofit,  among  other  community  activities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Chiu's  civil  approach,  calm  demeanor  and  focus  on 
consensus-building  have  improved  the  tone  in  City  Hall  and  brought  a  renewed  focus  on 
getting  things  done  in  the  City's  legislature;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Chiu  authored  and  passed  over  100  ordinances  and  240 
resolutions  across  an  incredible  range  of  policy  areas,  including  affordable  housing,  job 
creation,  workforce  development,  civil  rights,  language  access,  public  safety,  the  environment, 
urban  agriculture,  health  care,  transportation,  ethics  and  technology,  as  he  delivered  for 
tenants,  workers,  families,  seniors,  immigrants,  small  businesses,  artists  and  others;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Chiu  fought  for  sound  fiscal  policy  by  authoring  and 
campaigning  in  2009  for  Proposition  A,  a  Charter  amendment  that  reformed  the  budget

WHEREAS,  On  the  City's  Capital  Planning  Committee,  Supervisor  Chiu  forcefully 
championed  the  first  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  in  2010  as  well  as 
the  second  bond  in  2014,  better  prepanng  San  Francisco  for  natural  disasters;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  years  of  advocacy  dating  from  his  time  as  a  Small  Business 
Commissioner,  Supervisor  Chiu  helped  to  lead  the  successful  2012  effort  to  replace  the  City's 
unique  and  burdensome  payroll  tax  with  a  business  tax  based  on  gross  receipts,  fostering  job 
growth  and  increasing  revenues  for  much-needed  City  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Chiu  authored  many  first-in-the-country  laws,  including 
establishing  the  right  of  workers  to  request  flexible  and  predictable  work  schedules,  phasing 
out  plastic  water  bottles  on  public  lands,  setting  the  nation's  highest  standards  for  energy 
audits  of  commercial  buildings,  providing  local  contracting  preferences  for  socially  responsible

Resolution  urging  the  successful  resolution  of  negotiations  between  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  United  Educators  of  San  Francisco  to  avoid  a  strike  and 
an  Interruption  to  the  education  of  San  Francisco's  students 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  that  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  (SFUSD),  an  independent  public  agency  governed  by  an  elected  seven- 
member  Board  of  Education  and  the  United  Educators  of  San  Francisco  (UESF),  the 
collective  voice  of  5,363  SFUSD  teachers  and  paraprofessionals  are  the  sole  entities 
authorized  to  negotiate  the  salaries  and  contracts  of  SFUSD  teachers  and  paraprofessionals; 
and 

WHEREAS,  SFUSD  and  UESF  are  both  committed  to  fair  and  equitable  compensation 
for  teachers  and  paraprofessionals  serving  SFUSD  students,  and  in  exploring  all  avenues  to 
reach  a  common  agreement  that  is  fiscally  responsible;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  state  of  California's  spending  on  public  education  does  not  remotely 
match  the  cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco,  which  constrains  the  ability  of  the  district  to 
compensate  well-deserving  employees  and  educators  from  being  able  to  afford  to  live  in  San 
Francisco;  and  California  has  consistently  ranked  among  the  lowest  states  in  per-pupil 
spending  despite  its  high  cost  of  living; 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  Proposition  30  in  2012  and  the  Local  Control  Funding 
Formula,  California's  new  funding  formula  for  K-12  schools,  improved  the  SFUSD's  financial 
standing,  but  also  called  for  additional  services  to  be  provided  to  low-income,  English 
learners,  and  foster  youth  students;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  number  of  SFUSD  teachers  and  paraprofessionals  able  to  afford  to 
live  in  the  City  is  decreasing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  committed  to  working  with  SFUSD  and 
educators  to  support  the  development  of  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco;  now  therefore 
be  it

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Section  IOC. 8-1  was  enacted  in  1984 
and  provided  San  Francisco  residents  who  were  the  victims  of  motor  vehicle  theft  with 
reimbursement  for  all  administrative,  towing  and  storage  fees  associated  with  recovering  their 
towed  stolen  vehicles;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  repealed  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code, 
Section  10C.8-1  in  2005,  thus  making  residents  of  San  Francisco  financially  responsible  for  all 
towing  and  storage  fees  associated  with  stolen  vehicles;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  23,  2014,  at  the  request  of  Supervisor  Wiener,  the 
Government  Audit  &  Oversight  Committee  held  a  hearing  at  which  with  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA),  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD),  and  AutoReturn 
discussed  how  the  City  and  AutoReturn  treats  recovered  stolen  vehicles;  and 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  currently  processes  an  average  of  195  stolen  vehicles  a

WHEREAS,  When  a  vehicle  that  has  been  reported  stolen  is  found  on  the  street,  the

WHEREAS,  If  the  owner  does  not  appear  within  20  minutes,  the  SFPD  authorizes  the 
impound  of  the  vehicle;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  vehicle  is  then  towed  and  the  victim  must  retrieve  it  from  AutoReturn, 
the  same  as  if  he  or  she  had  simply  parked  the  vehicle  in  a  tov^-away  zone  instead  of  having  it 
stolen;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  victim  is  charged  a  $220.75  tov\/  fee  in  addition  to  storage  fees,  which 
accumulate  quickly,  in  order  to  retrieve  the  vehicle;  and 

WHEREAS,  Car  owners  have  only  four  hours  during  which  they  can  recover  their 
vehicles  before  AutoReturn  begins  charging  a  storage  fee;  and 

WHEREAS,  Storage  fees  can  accrue  to  the  point  where  a  car  owner  is  required,  in 
order  to  retrieve  the  stolen  vehicle,  to  pay  an  amount  higher  than  the  value  of  the  vehicle;  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  people  choose  to  abandon  their  vehicle  rather  than  pay  significant 
storage  and  towing  fees,  meaning  that  AutoReturn  will  auction  off  the  vehicle  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  fees;  and 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  has  significantly  improved  towing  operations  in  San  Francisco 
but  is  required  to  enforce  these  contract  provisions  relating  to  stolen  vehicles;  and

Section  5.  Approval  of  City  Loan  Documents.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  and  the  Assignment  of 
Leasehold  Multifamily  Deed  of  Trust  and  Loan  Documents  from  the  City  to  the  Bank  (the 
"Assignment"  and  together  with  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement,  the  "City  Loan  Documents"),  in 
the  forms  presented  to  the  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  are 
hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  City 
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Loan  Documents  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes 
therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance 
with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Note  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Note.

for  the  Note  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The 
approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents 
shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 
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Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Note  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  subordinations,  tax  documents  and  those  documents 
described  in  the  City  Agreements,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or 
advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this 
Resolution  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney.

WHEREAS,  The  State,  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of  Transportation 
("Caltrans"),  the  City,  and  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  ("TJPA")  entered  into  a 
Cooperative  Agreement  on  July  1 1 ,  2003,  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement"),  approved  by  this 
Board  on  July  8,  2003,  under  Resolution  No.  441-03,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  030997,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  State  has  or  will  transfer  the  State- 
Owned  Parcels  to  the  City  and  the  TJPA  subject  to  certain  terms  and  conditions,  including  the 
use  of  the  State-Owned  Parcels  for  the  construction,  or  to  fund  the  construction,  of  the 
Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  State  has  a  Power  of 
Termination  with  respect  to  any  State-Owned  Parcel  transferred  to  the  TJPA  or  to  the  City 
(the  "Power  of  Termination")  that  permits  the  State  to  re-tal<e  title  to  such  State-Owned  Parcel 
under  certain  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  Cooperative  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Cooperative  Agreement  obligates  the  State  to  release  such  Power  of 
Termination  over  a  State-Owned  Parcel  if  it  is  sold  to  a  third  party  and  the  Gross  Sales 
Proceeds  (as  defined  in  the  Cooperative  Agreement)  from  such  sale  are  deposited  into  a 
Trust  Account  (as  defined  in  the  Cooperative  Agreement)  and  used  to  pay  Capital  Costs  (as 
defined  in  the  Cooperative  Agreement);  and 

WHEREAS,  Consistent  with  and  also  in  furtherance  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the 
Plan,  and  the  Project,  the  City,  TJPA,  and  the  Former  Agency,  entered  into  an  Option 
Agreement  for  the  Purchase  and  Sale  of  Real  Property  ("Option  Agreement")  on  January  31 , 
2008,  approved  by  this  Board  on  May  9,  2006,  under  Ordinance  No.  99-06,  a  copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerl<  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 060347,  and  incorporated  herein 
by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Option  Agreement  granted  the  Former  Agency  the  option  ("Option")  to 
take  title  to  certain  currently  or  formerly  State-Owned  parcels  (the  "Agency  Transfer  Parcels") 
on  the  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions,  and  if  the  Former  Agency  transferred  an  Agency 
Transfer  Parcel  to  a  third  party,  the  Former  Agency  was  to  place  all  Gross  Sales  Proceeds 
resulting  from  such  transfer  into  the  Trust  Account;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  TJPA,  and  the  Former  Agency  entered  into  the  Transbay 
Redevelopment  Project  Tax  Increment  Allocation  and  Sales  Proceeds  Pledge  Agreement 
(the  "Pledge  Agreement"),  dated  January  31,  2008,  approved  by  this  Board  on  May  9,  2006, 
under  Ordinance  No.  99-06,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Cleric  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No. 060347,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  pursuant  to  which  the

WHEREAS,  In  2012,  the  Former  Agency  was  dissolved  pursuant  to  State  legislative 
and  case  law  and  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  ("Agency")  was  designated  to  receive  the  non-affordable  housing  assets  of  the 
Former  Agency  and  succeeded,  by  operation  of  law,  to  all  of  the  Former  Agency's  rights,  title 
and  interest  in  the  Option  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Option  Agreement,  the  Agency  holds  an  Option  to  acquire 
Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  (Block  No.  3721,  Lot  No.  01 5A),  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  O  (portion 
of  Block  No.  3739,  Lot  No.  008),  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  O'  (portion  of  Block  No.  3739,  Lot 
No.  008),  and  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  O"  (portion  of  Block  No.  3739,  Lot  No.  008)  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  Option  Agreement:  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Project,  the  Agency  plans  to  aggregate  and  prepare  Agency 
Transfer  Parcel  F  for  disposition  and  development  as  primarily  office  use,  and  aggregate  and 
prepare  the  northern  third  portion  of  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  O,  O',  and  O"  commonly  known 
as  "Redevelopment  Block  4"  for  disposition  and  residential  development  that  meets  the 
Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation  with  an  applicable  number  of  affordable  units,  but 
these  planned  uses  are  subject  to  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Option  Agreement  prevents  the  Agency  from  exercising  the  Option  for 
any  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  while  it  is  needed  by  TJPA  for  the  construction  of  the  Transbay 
Terminal  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  TJPA  is  currently  using  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  for  the  construction  of 
new  bus  ramps  and  a  train  box,  and  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  Parcels  O,  O',  and  O"  for  the 
temporary  terminal  facility,  and  TJPA  and  the  Agency  currently  expect  those  uses  will 
continue  until  late  2016  and  late  2017;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  January  2010,  TJPA  entered  into  a  $171,000,000  loan  under  the 
Transportation  Infrastructure  Finance  and  Innovation  Act  (the  "TIFIA  Loan")  to  fund  a  portion 
of  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project  costs,  which  was  approved  by  this  Board  on  November  24, 
2009,  under  Resolution  No.  470-09,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  091333,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  TJPA  does  not  except  to  satisfy  all  of  the  disbursement  conditions  and 
draw  on  the  TIFIA  Loan  until  late  2015,  although  the  schedule  is  subject  to  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  obtain  interim  cash  flow  funding  necessary  to  certify  construction 
contracts  and  make  construction  disbursements  for  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project,  pending 
TJPA's  satisfaction  of  the  remaining  disbursement  conditions  under  the  TIFIA  Loan,  TJPA 
intends  to  close  a  bridge  loan  (the  "Bridge  Loan")  in  the  amount  of  the  TIFIA  loan 
($171,000,000)  pursuant  to  a  Credit  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  141155  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  conditions  to  funding  the  Bridge  Loan  under  the  Credit  Agreement,  the 
Bridge  Loan  lenders  require,  among  other  things,  the  following  to  occur  in  order  to  protect  and 
create  certain  security  interests  for  the  Bridge  Loan  (the  "Security  Conditions"):  (1)  Caltrans 
shall  relinquish  its  Power  of  Termination  with  respect  to  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  and 
Redevelopment  Block  4  and  any  interest  Caltrans  has  in  the  Gross  Sales  Proceeds  of  such 
parcels  (including  any  requirement  that  such  proceeds  be  deposited  in  the  Trust  Account)  and 
any  Gross  Sales  Proceeds  generated  from  any  portion  of  such  parcels,  in  exchange  for  a 
portion  of  the  Bridge  Loan  proceeds  being  deposited  in  the  Trust  Account  at  the  closing  of  the 
Bridge  Loan  (the  "Caltrans  Release");  (2)  TJPA  shall  pledge  the  Net  Tax  Increment  generated 
by  the  Agency  Transfer  Parcels;  (3)  TJPA  shall  execute  a  deed  of  trust,  assignment  of  leases 
and  rents  and  security  agreement  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  141155  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  creating  a  first  priority 
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pledge  of,  security  interest  in  and  lien  on  all  of  TJPA's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  Agency 
Transfer  Parcel  F,  as  well  as,  among  other  things,  the  cash  proceeds  from  the  sale,  lease  or 
other  disposition  of  Parcel  F  (the  "Deed  of  Trust");  (4)  TJPA  shall  execute  a  recordable 
negative  covenant  on  Parcels  O,  O',  and  O"  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  141155  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  prohibiting 
TJPA  from  selling  or  encumbering  them  before  the  Bridge  Loan  is  repaid  in  full,  unless  TJPA 
deposits  a  specified  amount  into  a  lockbox  account  created  under  the  Credit  Agreement  (the 
"Lockbox  Account")  as  collateral  for  the  Bridge  Loan  (the  "Negative  Pledge");  and  (5)  TJPA 
and  the  Agency  shall  subordinate  the  Option  Agreement  and  the  Agency's  interest  in  the 
Option  relative  to  Parcel  F  to  the  Deed  of  Trust,  and  the  Option  Agreement  and  the  Agency's 
interest  in  the  Option  relative  to  Parcels  O,  O',  and  O"  to  the  Negative  Pledge  pursuant  to  the 
Subordination  of  Option  Agreement  for  the  Purchase  and  Sale  of  Property  in  substantially  the 
forms  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No,  141 155  and  incorporated 
herein  by  reference  (the  "Subordinations");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Security  Conditions  require  an  amendment  to  the  Option  Agreement 
with  respect  to  the  Subordinations  by  and  among  City,  TJPA,  and  the  Agency  in  substantially 
the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  141 155  and  incorporated 
herein  by  reference  (the  "Option  Agreement  Amendment"),  but  City  will  not  be  a  party  to  the 
Credit  Agreement,  the  Deed  of  Trust,  the  Negative  Pledge,  or  the  Subordinations,  provided 
that  City  is  being  asked  to  acknowledge  the  Subordinations  and  the  Security  Conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  Agency  wants  to  exercise  its  Option  to  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  or 
Redevelopment  Block  4  before  the  Bridge  Loan  is  repaid  in  full,  the  Subordinations  require 
that  the  Agency  sell  such  properties  for  no  less  than  a  minimum  price  (the  "Lien  Release 
Price")  established  under  the  Credit  Agreement  and  transfer  the  resulting  Gross  Sales 
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Proceeds  into  the  Lockbox  Account,  and  the  Deed  of  Trust  or  the  Negative  Pledge,  as 
applicable,  will  then  be  released;  and 

WHEREAS,  TJPA  and  the  Agency  have  determined  that  the  Lien  Release  Price  is 
reasonably  achievable  and  that  nothing  in  the  Credit  Agreement,  the  Deed  of  Trust,  the 
Negative  Pledge,  and  the  Subordinations  prevents  the  Agency  from  fulfilling  the  Transbay 
Affordable  Housing  Obligation  with  respect  to  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F,  Redevelopment 
Block  4,  or  any  other  portion  of  Agency  Transfer  Parcels  O,  O',  and  O";  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Credit  Agreement  and  the  Subordinations,  the  Deed  of 
Trust  and  the  Negative  Pledge  will  each  be  released  when  TJPA  repays  the  Bridge  Loan  in 
full,  with  any  remaining  funds  in  the  Lockbox  Account  deposited  in  the  Trust  Account, 
although  if  Redevelopment  Block  4  becomes  a  separate  legal  parcel  during  the  term  of  the 
Bridge  Loan,  the  Negative  Pledge  will  be  released  as  to  Agency  Transfer  Parcels  O,  O',  and 
O"  and  replaced  with  a  deed  of  trust  on  Redevelopment  Block  4  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Deed  of  Trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bridge  Loan  has  a  four  year  term  and  may  be  prepaid  by  TJPA 
without  penalty  or  premium  after  the  first  anniversary  of  the  closing  of  the  Bridge  Loan;  and 

WHEREAS,  TJPA  expects  to  satisfy  the  conditions  precedent  under  the  TIFIA  Loan, 
draw  on  the  TIFIA  Loan,  and  prepay  in  full  the  Bridge  Loan  in  late  2015,  although  the 
schedule  is  subject  to  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  TJPA  expects  that  the  Agency's  Subordinations  would  be  released  in  late 
2015,  one  to  two  years  before  the  Agency  would  otherwise  be  eligible  to  exercise  its  Option  to 
acquire  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  or  Redevelopment  Block  4,  although  the  schedule  is 
subject  to  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  event  of  a  foreclosure  sale  or  a  sale  pursuant  to  any  power  of  sale 
contained  in  or  under  the  Deed  of  Trust  on  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  or  any  future  deed  of 
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trust  on  Redevelopment  Block  4  required  under  the  Credit  Agreement,  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  the  property,  shall  continue  to  be  subject  to 
the  Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation  and  all  of  the  conditions,  restrictions  and 
covenants  provided  in  the  Declaration  of  Restrictions,  and  the  Agency  retains  the  obligation 
and  authority  to  determine  the  infrastructure,  affordable  housing,  and  open  space 
requirements  that  apply  to  any  development  on  all  or  any  portion  of  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F 
or  Redevelopment  Block  4;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Credit  Agreement  and  the  Subordinations,  the  Bridge 
Loan  lenders  expressly  acknowledge  that  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Transbay  Affordable 
Housing  Obligation  apply  to  and  pass  with  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  and  Redevelopment 
Block  4,  and  apply  to  and  bind  the  successors  in  interest  of  any  owner  of  all  or  any  portion  of 
Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  and  Redevelopment  Block  4;  and  that  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F 
and  Redevelopment  Block  4  shall  be  held,  transferred,  sold  and  conveyed,  subject  to  the 
Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation  and  the  conditions,  restrictions,  reservations  and 
covenants  set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  Restrictions;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  permit  TJPA  to  offer  the  Deed  of  Trust  for  Agency  Transfer 
Parcel  F  and  the  Negative  Pledge  for  Agency  Transfer  Parcels  O,  O',  and  O",  and  a  potential 
deed  of  trust  for  Redevelopment  Block  4.  as  security  for  the  Bridge  Loan,  and  authorize  TJPA 
and  the  Agency  to  subordinate  to  the  Deed  of  Trust  and  the  Negative  Pledge,  the  Option 
Agreement  and  the  Agency's  rights  and  privileges  under  the  Option  relative  to  Agency 
Transfer  Parcels  F,  O,  O',  and  O",  the  City,  TJPA,  and  the  Agency  desire  to  enter  into  the 
Option  Agreement  Amendment,  have  City  sign  an  acknowledgment  and  consent  letter  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  Bridge  Loan  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  141 155  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference  (the  "City 
Consent  Letter"),  and  acknowledge  the  Subordinations;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property  believes  tlie  Option  Agreement  Amendment  and 
the  Bridge  Loan  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  taxing  entities,  including  the  City  and  TJPA,  to 
(1)  facilitate  timely  completion  of  construction  of  Phase  1  of  the  Project,  which  is  a  public 
benefit,  will  help  to  revitalize  the  Project  Area  and  stimulate  private  investment,  and  is  a 
central  part  of  the  Project;  (2)  facilitate  the  Agency's  timely  implementation  of  the  disposition 
and  development  of  Redevelopment  Block  4  and  Agency  Transfer  Parcel  F  under  the  Plan; 
(3)  facilitate  the  Agency's  fulfillment  of  the  Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation;  and  (4) 
generate  timely  receipt  of  property  tax  revenues  by  the  taxing  entities;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Director  of  Property,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves,  and  authorizes  the  Director  of  Property  to  execute,  the 
Option  Agreement  Amendment  and  the  City  Consent  Letter,  and  authorizes  the  Director  of

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  City  to  make  any

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  approval  by  the  City  of  the  Bridge  Loan  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  Transbay  Program  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financing  structure  of  the  Bridge  Loan;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of

WHEREAS,  The  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (the  "TJPA")  is  a  public  entity  duly 
established  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  which  was  created 
pursuant  to  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agreement  (the  "Joint  Powers  Agreement")  entered  into 
by  and  among  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa 
Transit  District,  and  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Joint  Powers  Agreement  charges  the  TJPA  with  development,  design, 
construction,  operation,  management,  and  maintenance  of  the  Transbay  Transit  Center 
Program  (the  "Transbay  Program"),  which  includes:  (1)  the  design  and  construction  of  a 
temporary  terminal  and  then  the  permanent  Transbay  Transit  Center,  including  bus  ramps 
and  bus  storage  facility  ("Phase  1");  (2)  the  extension  of  Caltrain  commuter  rail  service  from 
its  current  San  Francisco  terminus  at  Fourth  and  Townsend  Streets  to  a  new  underground 
terminus  beneath  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  ("Phase  2");  and  (3)  activities  related  to 
implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Area; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transbay  Program  will  be  located  within  the  geographical  boundaries 
of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  TJPA  has  entered  into  a  TIFIA  Loan  Agreement  for  a  loan  in  an 
amount  up  to  $171,000,000  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation,  acting  by 
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and  through  the  Federal  Transit  Administration  under  the  Transportation  Infrastructure

WHEREAS,  The  Balboa  Park  Station  Area  Plan  (BPSAP)  was  adopted  on  Tuesday, 
April  7,  2009,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  into  law  on  Friday,  April  17,  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  BPSAP  identified  recommended  changes  to  improve  the  area's  public 
realms;  to  promote  a  balanced  mix  of  public  benefits  and  infrastructure  improvements  in  and 
around  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  (BART)  station.  Upper  Yard,  Geneva  Plaza,  and

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  holds  it  in  the  interest  of  its  citizens 
to  conduct  efficient  and  accurate  elections  in  a  manner  which  promotes  public  trust  in  the 
integrity  of  every  aspect  of  the  elections  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  Transparency  in  the  recording,  collection,  transmission,  aggregation  and

WHEREAS,  A  growing  number  of  government  leaders,  good  government  groups, 
citizens,  and  media  reports  have  questioned  the  value  and  integrity  of  the  existing,  limited

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  268-08,  the  San  Francisco  Voting  Systems 
Task  Force  was  created  to  provide  the  City  with  recommendations  on;  standards  and 
guidelines  for  development  and  acquisition  of  voting  systems;  methods  for  acquiring  voting 
systems  in  conformity  with  federal,  state  and  municipal  laws;  models  for  the  development  of  a 
voting  system;  business  models,  including  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  acting  as  its 
own  vendor,  which  promote  transparency;  and  any  other  issues  related  to  voting  systems 
which  will  engender  public  trust  in  the  elections  processes  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  June  201 1 ,  "Recommendations  on  Voting  Systems  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  -  A  Report  by  the  San  Francisco  Voting  Systems  Task  Force 
(VSTF)"  was  completed,  in  which  the  VSTF  recommended  that  San  Francisco  advocate  with 
the  California  Secretary  of  State  and  the  State  legislature  for  a  new,  comprehensive  state 
certification  process  to  replace  the  existing  requirement  for  federal  certification;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Governor  Jerry  Brown  on  October  5,  2013,  approved  California 
Senate  Bill  No.  360  amending  the  California  Elections  Code  to  create  a  comprehensive  state 
certification  process  and  adding  a  new  Section  19006  to  the  Elections  Code  stating  the  Intent 
of  the  Legislature  that: 

(a)  All  voting  systems  be  certified  or  conditionally  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
independent  of  voluntary  federal  qualification  or  certification,  before  they  are  used  in 
future  elections  to  ensure  that  the  voting  systems  have  the  ability  to  meet  accuracy, 
accessibility,  and  security  standards. 

(b)  The  Secretary  of  State  adopt  and  publish  testing  standards  that  meet  or  exceed 
federal  voluntary  standards  set  by  the  United  States  Election  Assistance  Commission 
or  its  successor  agency. 
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(c)  The  Secretary  of  State  study  and  encourage  the  development  of  voting  systems 
that  use  nonproprietary  source  code  and  that  are  easy  to  audit. 

(d)  A  local  jurisdiction  may  use  available  public  funds  to  purchase  and  maintain  any 
certified  or  conditionally  approved  voting  system  or  part  of  a  voting  system. 

(e)  California  receives  the  benefits  of  the  publicly  funded  development  of  a 
nonproprietary  voting  system  in  the  state. 

(f)  A  local  jurisdiction  may  use  available  public  funds  to  research  and  develop  a 
nonproprietary  voting  system  that  uses  disclosed  source  codes,  including  the 
manufacture  of  a  limited  number  of  voting  system  units,  for  use  in  a  pilot  program  or  for 
submission  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  certification;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  VSTF  in  its  June  2011  report  also  recommended  that: 

(a)  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Elections  give  strong  preference  to  a  voting 
system  licensing  structure  that  gives  San  Francisco  all  of  the  rights  provided  by  a 
license  approved  by  the  Open  Source  Initiative,  a  global  non-profit  that  supports  and 
promotes  the  open  source  movement  ("OSI-approved  license"),  even  if  the  system  is 
maintained  by  an  external  party. 

(b)  San  Francisco  work  with  other  jurisdictions  and  organizations,  if  an  open  source 
model  is  used,  to  develop  and  manage  the  code-base  in  order  to  leverage  additional 
resources  and  expertise,  and  participate  during  the  requirements  gathering  stage  of 
development  so  that  its  unique  requirements  can  be  incorporated  into  the  system 
design  and  implementation. 

(c)  San  Francisco  be  an  active  participant  in  the  movement  toward  more  open  and 
transparent  voting  systems,  acknowledging  the  complexity  of  moving  from  the  existing 
marketplace  toward  more  innovative  voting  systems;  urging  San  Francisco  to  move 
steadily  toward  the  goal  of  transparency — even  if  it  must  do  so  in  incremental  steps; 
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encouraging  the  City  to  be  a  strong  advocate  in  the  private  sector  marketplace  for  more 
transparent  systems  and  to  be  open  as  well  to  new  collaborative  development  models; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Los  Angeles  County  Voting  Systems  Assessment  Project  (VSAP)  is  a 
collaborative  project  to  design  and  implement  a  new  voting  system  that  was  launched  by  the 
Los  Angeles  County  Registrar-Recorder/County  Clerk  and  is  a  project  that  San  Francisco 
officials  can  learn  from;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recognizes  that  development  and 
certification  of  these  systems  will  entail  substantial  investment,  but  by  pooling  resources  from 
other  jurisdictions  and  organizations,  the  cost  to  each  participant  can  be  reduced;  now, 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  the  movement 
toward  more  open  and  transparent  voting  systems  and  the  creation  of  new  voting  systems 
using  open  source  software  and  inexpensive  commodity  components;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  that  the  Local  Agency 
Formation  Commission  conduct  a  study  of  the  feasibility  and  cost-effectiveness  of  the  City

WHEREAS,  California  continues  to  experience  one  of  the  most  extreme  droughts  since 
hydrologic  recordkeeping  began;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  of  September  26,  2014,  precipitation  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  watershed 
was  at  65%  of  the  long-term  average,  below  the  average  for  the  third  year  in  a  row;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  2014,  Mayor  Ed  Lee  issued  an  Executive  Directive  to  all 
city  departments  outlining  actions  to  be  taken  to  reduce  water  use,  and  directing  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  to  develop  alternative  sources  of  water 
supplies  for  both  potable  and  non-potable  uses;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  11,  2014,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Resolution  82-14,  supporting  emergency  drought  relief  and  the  restoration  of  Lower  Cherry

WHEREAS,  Under  Charter,  Section  4.112,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (SFPUC)  has  the  "exclusive  charge  of  the  construction,  management, 
supervision,  maintenance,  extension,  expansion,  operation,  use  and  control  of  all  energy 
supplies  and  utilities  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  as  well  as  the  real, 
personal  and  financial  assets,  that  are  under  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  or  assigned  to  the 
Commission  under  Section  4.132,"  as  provided  in  Charter,  Section  8B.121(a);  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Administrative  Code,  Section  25.6,  the  SFPUC  has  the  authority  to 
determine  the  intensity  of  illumination,  number  and  spacing  of  lighting  facilities,  and  other 
details  necessary  to  secure  satisfactory  street  lighting;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  (the  "Joint  Powers  Board"),  is 
a  public  entity  duly  established  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  which 
was  created  pursuant  to  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agreement  (the  "Joint  Powers  Agreement") 
entered  into  by  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Transportation  Authority,  formerly  known  as  the  Santa

limitation,  the  costs  of  platform  modifications  required  to  accommodate  six-car  train  sets,

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  developed  a 
project  description  under  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  for  improvements 
to  the  regional  water  supply  system,  otherwise  known  as  Project  No.  CUW30103,  Regional 
Groundwater  Storage  and  Recovery  Project  Phase  1 A  -  South  Westside  Groundwater  Basin, 
Northern  San  Mateo  County  (Project);  and

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency's  (SFMTA)  rubber 
tire  fleet  includes  56  40-foot  Orion  hybrid  diesel  coaches,  138  40-foot  and  124  60-foot 
Neoplan  diesel  coaches  and  24  inactive  60-foot  New  Flyer  coaches  that  are  due  for

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City 
at  this  time  make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Stradling  Yocca  Carlson  &  Rauth,  P.C.  and  Amira 
Jackmon,  Attorney  at  Law,  as  co-bond  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  ("Co-Bond 
Counsel");  and 

WHEREAS,  J. P.  Morgan  Chase  Bank,  N.A.  has  expressed  its  intention  to  purchase,  or 
cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 
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Section  1 .  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  liereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Issuance  of  Bonds.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the 
Indenture  (defined  in  Section  3  below),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver 
revenue  bonds  of  the  City,  such  bonds  to  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  and  subseries,  and 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  (Alice 
Griffith  Phase  2  Apartments  Project),  Series  201 5B,"  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  of  bonds,  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $32,500,000  (the  "Bonds"),  with  an  interest  rate  not 
to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Bonds,  and  which  shall  have  a  final 
maturity  date  not  later  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The 
Bonds  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and  othenwise  in  accordance  with  the  Indenture,  and 
shall  be  executed  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor"). 

Section  3.  Indenture.  The  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture")  in  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Indenture  shall  be  entered  into  by  and  between  the  City  and  a  trust  company,  a  state  banking 
corporation  or  a  national  banking  association  with  the  authority  to  accept  trusts  in  the  State  of 
California  selected  by  the  City  and  otherwise  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Indenture. 
Each  of  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  and  the  Housing  Development  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (collectively,  the  "Authorized  Representatives"  and  each,  an 
"Authorized  Representative")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Indenture,  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel 
may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  8  below. 
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Section  4.  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants.  The 
Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the  "Regulatory 
Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy 
of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized 
Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and 
changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in 
accordance  with  Section  8  below. 

Section  5.  Loan  Agreement.  The  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  Loan  Agreement  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  8  below. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one-quarter  of  one  percent  (0.25%)  of  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  bond  closing  and  may 
be  contingent  on  the  bond  sale.  The  City  shall  also  charge  an  annual  fee  for  monitoring  the 
restricted  units  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one-eighth  of  one  percent  (0.125%)  of  the 
outstanding  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  but  no  less  than  $2,500  annually,  for 
the  term  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be  payable  at  bond 
closing.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this  Section  6. 
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Section  7.  Modifications,  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Indenture,  the  Regulatory  Agreement  or  the  Loan  Agreement  (collectively,  the 
"City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City 
Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $32,500,000,  provide  for  a 
final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than  forty  (40)  years,  or  provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification, 
addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively 
by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  (including  such 
agreements  to  provide  adequate  or  additional  security  or  indemnities  as  required  by  lenders  to 
consummate  the  financing)  and  other  documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those 
documents  described  in  the  Indenture,  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the 
documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 
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Section  9.  File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  are  located  in  File  No.    141226       which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director 
of  MOHCD  and  Director  of  Property,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the 
conveyance  of  the  Property  to  the  City  and  the  transaction  contemplated  thereby  in 
substantially  the  form  of  the  Agreement  presented  to  the  Board,  and  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Property  to  execute  the  Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  all  actions  heretofore  taken  by  any  employee  or  official  of

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (Board 
of  Supervisors),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a  shortage 
of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City,  particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income 
persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the 
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health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the  City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco

WHEREAS,  Mission  Bay  Block  7  Housing  Partners,  LP,  a  California  limited 
partnership  formed  by  Related  Companies  (or  any  successor  thereto  including  any  successor 
owner  of  the  Project)  Developer),  desires  to  construct  a  200-unit  residential  rental  housing 
development  located  at  588  Mission  Bay  Boulevard  North  (also  known  as  Mission  Bay  South

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(Bonds);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$62,500,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (Loan)  to  finance  costs 
of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (Code),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  28,  2014,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  on  November  12,  2014,  to  appear  in  The  San 
Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  November  12,  2014,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
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persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such 
hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11 ,8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(0.5%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  but  not  to  exceed  $100,000;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $62,500,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (Director),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an 
application  (Application),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant 
to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $62,500,000. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (Deposit)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (Hotel  Tax  Fund). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC.

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  2014,  President  Obama  released  new  guidelines  on 
racial  profiling  for  federal  law  enforcement  officers  and  local  law  enforcement  agencies  that 
work  with  federal  law  enforcement  task  forces;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  new  guidance  builds  on  the  previous  2003  regulations  and  prohibits 
federal  law  enforcement  officers  from  profiling  individuals  based  on  race,  ethnicity,  gender, 
national  origin,  religion,  sexual  orientation,  or  gender  identity  to  any  degree,  when  making 
routine  or  spontaneous  law  enforcement  except  that  officers  may  rely  on  the  listed 
characteristics  in  a  specific  suspect  description;  and

law  enforcement  agencies  and  communities  of  color;  and

WHEREAS,  These  incidents  point  to  greater  hurdles  we  must  overcome  as  a  nation  to 
build  trust  and  confidence  between  law  enforcement  and  the  communities  they  serve;  and 
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WHEREAS,  While  this  new  guidance  doesn't  broadly  impact  local  law  enforcement 
agencies  it  is  an  important  standard  and  message  from  the  federal  government  to  local 
agencies;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  expresses  it  support  for 
President  Obama's  leadership  on  this  issue;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  calls  on  all  local 
law  enforcement  agencies  to  adopt  similar  restrictions  on  the  use  of  racial  profiling  in  policing 
and  to  work  with  communities  to  develop  strategies  that  build  trust  between  residents  and  law 
enforcement.

Resolution  urging  the  California  Judicial  Council  to  reevaluate  the  fines  and  related 
fees  for  violating  the  California  Vehicle  Code,  Sections  22450(a),  21950(a),  21801(a), 
23123,  and  21756. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  continues  to  experience 
preventable  pedestrian  safety  injuries  and  fatalities,  culminating  in  2013  with  21  pedestrian 
fatalities;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  reported  in  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency's  2010- 
201 1  Traffic  Collision  Report,  an  average  of  two-to-three  pedestrians  are  hit  by  vehicles  in 
San  Francisco  every  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  adopted  a  Vision  Zero  Three  Point 
Plan  on  March  18,  2014,  to  reduce  traffic  fatalities  to  zero  by  2024  through  engineering, 
education  and  enforcement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  released  a  comprehensive 
Pedestrian  Strategy  on  January  2013,  which  included  the  key  strategy  of  target  enforcement 
of  high-risk  behaviors  on  high-injury  corridors  and  intersections;  and 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  Vision  Zero  Coalition  have  advocated  for  the  full 
enforcement  of  traffic  laws,  with  a  focus  on  the  most  dangerous  behaviors,  problematic 
locations  and  at-fault  drivers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD)  launched  a  "Focus  on  the 
Five"  campaign  to  target  the  top  five  causal  factors  of  pedestrian  crashes  -  running  red  lights 
(California  Vehicle  Code  21453(a)),  running  stop  signs  (California  Vehicle  Code  22450(a)),

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violating  pedestrian  right-of-way  (California  Vehicle  Code  21950(a)),  failing  to  yield  while 
turning  (California  Vehicle  Code  21801  (a),  and  speeding  (California  Vehicle  Code  22350);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  these  five  dangerous  behaviors,  pedestrian  safety  is  also 
threatened  by  drivers  violating  California  Vehicle  Code  Section  23123  (cell  phone  use)  and 
Section  21756  (unsafe  passing  of  standing  streetcar,  trolley  coach,  or  bus  safety  zones);  and 

WHEREAS,  SFMTA's  Muni  Forward  Initiative  will  address  pedestrian  safety  for  transit 
customers  with  capital  improvements  such  as  bulb-outs  and  pedestrian-boarding  islands,  but 
adherence  to  traffic  laws  remains  an  issue;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Penal  Code  Section  1269(b)  and  California  Vehicle  Code 
Section  40310  require  the  California  Judicial  Council  to  establish  a  schedule  for  infractions  of 
the  Vehicle  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  2014  Uniform  Bail  and  Penalty  Schedule,  the  base  fines  for 
violating  the  specified  California  Vehicle  Codes  are,  respectively:  $35  (running  stop  signs),
